DON'T USE CANDLES 

"Chrislmastide, the most joy- 
ous festive season of the year, is 
often clouded with tragedy be- 
cause of fire/' warned Fire Chief 
W. W. Osborne this week. "Sea- 
sonal hazards from this holiday 
lime require more than usual 
procaulions against fire. 

'"Christmas Irces are highly 
flammable and when they be- 
come dried out, they are ex- 
tremely dangerous as Ihoy burn 
so intensely that the tire is dif- 
ficult lo extinguish and its 
instantaneous dovelopmenl en- 
dangers life. " Persons in close 
proximity arc likely lo be dis- 
abled or overcome by the acrid 
smoke and hot gases. 

"Trees should not be near 
stoves, radialor^^ heat registers or 
fireplaces, and should be held 
securely in position to avoid fall- 
ing onto any source of heat or 
fire. 

''Lighting of Irccs should be 
only by electrical equipment ap- 
proved for the purpose. Lighted 
candles on trees are a suicidal 
haziird to life. When a tree has 
served its purpose, it should be 
removed from the building and 
not put in the basement. Serious 
consequences have resulted from 
attempts to dispose uf Chrislnias 
trees in furnaces. *'
